He Is the One 
With Rifle Slung 


It was bitter cold on Iwo Jima 
fn February and March of 1945. 
And it was cold a few nights 


ago in the Arizona desert when 
Ira Hayes, Pima 
Indian, started 
home. He was 
pretty drunk 
and sleepy. It 
was below freez- 
ing. After a 
while it seemed 
a good idea to 
lie down and. 
sleep for a 
while. So,«he 
did, After an 
hour or so the blood slowed 
down. The overworked heart 
began to pump irregularly. May- 
be it seemed to the Indian, dying 
there from exposure, that he was 
back on the cold sands of Iwo. 
No one will ever know on earth. 
He was dead when the dawn 


broke and the early rising ones 
found him on their way to their 
fields. 


Suribachi 


On the morning they found 
him dead the tourist cars were 
pulling up in Arlington, Va., and 
the visitors were climbing out to 
stand there, weeping, some of 
them, before one of the great 
war memorials of all time...a 
massive statue of the group of 
United States Marines raising 
their flag on the summit of Mt. 
Suribachi on the fourth day of 
the fearful agony of Iwo Jima. 
They were members of a 40-man 
patrol. A photographer took a 
picture of the intent and close- 
grouped men, struggling against 
the wind to raise the flag which 
was large enough for all the 
ships at sea to recognize. 

The statue was made from 
that picture—faithfully catching 
all the concentrated intensity 
and feeling of it. 

In the massed, struggling 
group there is one Marine, séc- 
ond from the left, who has his 
rifle slung over his shoulder. 
That one was Ira Hayes, the 
Pima Indian who died of ex- 
posure, futility and of being lone- 
ly and lost and never found, on 
the Sacaton reservation two 
Gays ago. 

He was present, neat and well- 
attired, when they unveiled that 
mighty statue before which men 
and women stand and weep, or 
bow their heads in prayer, ‘er 
look in awed silence. (That day 
they said he seemed lost in 
thought, his eyes troubled.) 
There was none.to weep when 
he died on the desert. But, as 
long as the nation remembers 
its dead and Iwo Jima there will 
be some among those who come 
every day to weep over Ira 
Hayes and those who, maybe, 
luckier than he, died in the des- 
perate, bloody assault which 
took the most heavily defended 
terrain in all military history. 

‘“‘We hit the beach at Iwo with 
250 men in my company,” Ira 
Hayes said once, in an inter- 
view, “and left with 27 a month 
later. . . . I still think of those 
things all the time.” 

Some companies had it worse, 
being wiped out. 


Landing 

The Marines landed Feb. 19, 
1945. They bogged in the deep, 
quicksand-like voles nie ash—and 
the thousands of machineguns, 
mortars, rockets and heavy’ ar- 
tillery, zeroed for every yard of 
the area, waited an hour before 
opening up on the congested 
beach. The cruel fire chewed 
them up, but they kept coming. 
Four days later Hayes and his 
patrol reached the summit and 
raised their flag. 

In the light of the dawn of 
March 26, the last defenders 
were killed. 

Of the Marines, 5,324 died; 
16,090 were wounded. 

Some of their folks come now 
to sob before the statue which 
has on its base a listing of the 
Marine Corps’ battles around the 
world. (They were fighting for 
the republic before its, birth.) 

“Uncommon valor was a com- 
mon virtue,”’ a line says of their 
deeds. 

And in the statue the second 
from the left, with rifle slung, 
is Ira Hayes. Why did he fail 
himself when he never failed his 
country? He didn’t know. Some 
who knew him said he was a hero 
to everyone but himself, it’s a 
good line, But, not enough.

Gen. MacArthur, On 75th Birthday, Speaks at Unveiling of Statue 


MacArthur, Speaking on Formosa 
Crisis, Asks World Abolish War 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 26 ()—Gen. Douglas MacArthur said tonight the Formosa 
crisis demonstrates “‘the inherent weakness” of collective security and warned that the 
ultimate fate of the Far East and the rest of the world will not be settled by war. 


MacArthur, in a 75th birthday 
anniversary speech, pleaded with 
the United States to “break out 
of the straitjacket of the past’ 
and proclaim its readiness to 
abolish war along with the other 
world powers. 

He pleaded with leaders on 
both sides of the Iron Curtain 
to heed the wishes of their peo- 
ples by seeking a workable plan 
fcr disarmament and peace and 
decried recent statements in 
Washington that the nation must 
go on, for 50 years or more, pre- 
paring for war as a means of 
preserving peace.

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Campbell Concedes 
He’s Not a Prophet! 


Commissioner .of Agriculture Phil 
Campbell will get hearty applause for 
his announced plans to eliminate some 
excess baggage, deadwood and expense 
in the State Department of Agriculture. 
The department has been riddled with 
political jobs including inspectors for 
this and that who did everything but 
inspect. 

Mr. Campbell says he plans to do away 
with duplications and otherwise stream- 
line his organization to increase effi- 
ciency and actual services to the farmers. 
He plans, for instance, to give some at- 
tention to complaints by poultrymen that 
there are no inspections or enforcement 
at all of laws concerning marketing of 
eggs. ‘ 

The most applause of all will come 
for Mr. Campbell’s intention of doing 
something about The Market Bulletin. 
First, says the commissioner, he will cull 
from 30,000 to 40,000 names from the 
publication’s mailing list. This should not 
be too difficult since there are perhaps 
that many duplications. In fact, some 
people get three or four copies. 

It is pleasing, too, to note that Mr. 
Campbell plans to use the publication for 
the farmers’ benefit instead of to further 
his own political fortunes. He is content 
to let those familiar with the field make 
Biblical prophecies and to let experts 
in international affairs interpret our for- 
eign policies. 

He will confine his attention to agri- 
culture, which is as it should be. In that 
connection, the current issue of The Bulle- 
tin has an interesting analysis that shows 
Bangs disease is costing farmers $58,000,- 
000 a year and the disease has nothing to 
do with the stars. Making the publica- 
tion a real service to farmers will en- 
hance Mr. Campbell’s political fortunes 
much more than flights into fancy about 
the Romans. 


Control of Lobbying 
Is a Matter of Intent 


Sen. Everett Millican’s bill to limit 
the power and activity of lobbyists has 
passed the Senate and is now in the hands 
of the House. 

Briefly, the Millican measure would 
require professional lobbyists—those 
hired by others to represent them before 
the General Assembly—to register with 
the secretary of state. They must rerider 
a strict account of their activities, and 
would be forbidden the floors of each 
house, except at the invitation of the pre- 
siding: officer. 

All these provisions are good. But 
they are worthless unless it is the will of 
the General Assembly to enforce them. 
Earlier laws against lobbying have been 
honored more in the breach than the ob- 
servance, and whose fault is that? 

If lobbying in itself is an evil, then it 
is a necessary one. Abuses of the function 
of lobbyists, however, reached the point 
in the 1953 session where both the legisla- 
tors and the public deemed stronger 
measures necessary. The Millican bill is 
the result. We wish it luck, not only in 
its passage of the lower house, but in the 
will of the General Assembly to keep 
lobbyists under control in the event the 
bill becomes law. 


Britain Supports U.S. 


On Formosa Question 


Britain has announced its support of 
President Eisenhower’s stand on Formosa 
in terms that will go a long way to 
marshal free-world backing of the United 
States plan. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden told 
the House of Commons yesterday that 
Britain trusts American intentions and 
that the moves authorized in the Far East 
are purely defensive and designed to pre- 
vent a spreading Asiatic war. 

The American people will appreciate 
this gesture on the part of Britain. As 
far apart as we seem to be at times on 
specific Asiatic issues, it is gratifying to 
have this further evidence of the essen- 
tial solidarity of Britain and America on 
basic problems.

Before Raising Taxes 


It will be some time before the people 
of Georgia know the worst about the 
state’s financial crisis. By fall, however, 
the crisis will be upon us physically—if 
we accept the word of Auditor Thrasher 
and Gov. Griffin. 

The extent of the crisis was hinted 
in two speeches Tuesday by the governor 
and by Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook. The 
governor promised to do everything pos- 
sible to close loopholes in tax collections 
and to practice stringent economy. If 
this does not relieve the situation, the 
governor said he would “not hesitate” to 
put the state’s financial difficulty before 
the General Assembly. 

The attorney yeneral went further. 
Slated to be a member of the State Study 
Commission, Mr. Cook said it appears to 
be the committee’s task, to decide the 
“form and degree” by which the tax bill 
will be raised. 

These are the frankest statements yet 
by administration spokesmen about the 
state’s financial dilemma. It is better to 
have it out in the open. 

The study commission, however, should, 
first put every effort into concentrated 
attempts to effect ‘economies. It should 
determine what services ate esséntial and 
elimimate those we can do without. The 
administration should follow through with 
pledges to eliminate all waste and ex- 
cess personnel. 

Economy is an absolute essential if 
needed services are to be maintained in 
proportion to the state’s growth.

What Lies Behind 


Formosa Message? 


WASHINGTON—The best way to appraise the 
President’s action enlisting congressional approval 


to defend Formosa and the Pescadores is to fix Sy! 
clearly in mind the purpose which the government wishes to accom- 


plish. 


The purpose is to keep the Nationalist-held islands in the Formosa 
area free from conquest by force. These islands for the last 50 years 
belonged to Japan, which renounced claim to them in the peace 


treaty of 1952. 

To secure Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores the President now an- 
nounces two courses of action: 


1. The United States will either 
initiate or support an effort by the 
United Nations to end the hostilities 
in that area by attempting to ne- 
gotiate a cease-fire between Com- 
niunist and Nationalist China. 

2. Pending successful U.N. inter- 
vention, the United States will act 
instantly to defend Formosa, the 
Pescadores — and related’ points 
should Red China seek to use them 
as staging areas from which to 
launch further attacks. 


Mr. Eisenhower’s special mes- 
sage reaches toward two desirable 
ends. One is to clarify American 
policy: abroad — both for our 
friends and for the possible ag- 
gressor. The other is to solidify 
the country behind American pol- 
icy at home. 

The resolution also redeems one 
of Mr. Eisenhower’s special 
pledges, namely, that he would 
seek advance congressional ap- 
proval, if the emergency permitted, 
before using his powers as com- 
mander in chief in a way which 
might put the United States inte 
war.

WASHINGTON—Nothing changes very much. Any- 
one familiar with politics in the South some years 
ago can remember how, as primary election time 
approached with the heat of summer, there would be talk 


had stemmed from both the legis- 
lative and executive arms of the 
government. The political unity 
which prevailed at the beginning 
of the fighting would not have been 
easily dissipated and politicians 
could not very well have taken ad- 
vantage of the accumulating weari- 
ness and frustration to make capi- 
tal out of calling it ‘Truman's 
War” — which it never was. 

The one major unresolved ques- 
tion mark which remains is wheth- 
er we have yet removed the dan- 
ger that Red China will, miscalcu- 
late her way into war by ‘“mis- 
jedging our intentions.”

God.’

MAJORITY VS. JUSTICE 

Dr. Willford L. King, foremost 
economist and professor at New 
York «University, recently testi- 
fied before a Senate committee 
and used the following exam- 
ple: 

“Suppose,” said Dr, King, 
“that four men are shipwrecked 
on a desert island. But at great 
risk, one of them manages to 
save some seeds from the sink- 
ing ship. 

“Later he plants them and 
harvests an abundant crop. 
Meanwhile, the other three men 
have refused to work in his 
fields or help him with his har- 
vest. 

“Then they form a govern- 
ment and they vote to divide 
this man’s harvest equally 
among the four men, using their 
majority (75 per cent) vote as 
the basis for their democratic 
process.”’ 

Dr. King’s example shows that 
a majority vote does not con- 
stitute justice. This essential ob- 
jection to a democracy was re- 
vealed over 1,900 years ago in 
Pontius ._Pilate’s courtroom. 
DEMOCRACY KILLED CHRIST 

Pilate was the judge and per- 
sonally interviewed Jesus who 
was the innocent victim who 
had been brought. before his 
court. 

And Pilate said “I find no 
guile in him,”’ which meant that 
Pilate found that Jesus was in- 
nocent of any wrong doing. 


Therefore, under the law of , 


the Roman Republic, Pilate 
should have released Christ. But 
Pilate was a politician who want- 
ed to curry favor with the mob. 

So he converted his court- 
room into a perfect democracy 
(mobocracy) where he apparent- 
ly let even the women and chil- 
dren vote with the men. And 
that perfect democracy voted 
100 per cent wrongly, thereby 
sending Jesus to Calvary. 

In a democracy the rule of 
the majority thus becomes the 
law of the land. 

In our American republic, how- 
ever, we are protected against 
the hysterical mob stampede 
that can even overtake a legis- 
lative assembly at times. 

For a bill may be passed by 
both our Senate and our House 
of Representatives, yet it is not 
the final law of our republic if 
our Supreme Court rules that it 
invades certain inalienable 
rights guaranteed in writing in 
our famous Constitution.

Fear Interrupts 
The Flow of Blood 


Pity is the ‘only emotion that 
does not affect the heart. Pro- 
longed fear and sorrow disturb 
the flow of blood through the 
coronary arteries and are said 
to increase coagulation and to 
encourage the formation of clots. 

In this respect, these reactions 
may be forerunners of a heart 
attack. There may be some 
truth to the old poetic idea that 
individuals could die of fright 
or a broken heart. Ordinary 
emotions do not have this effect. 
They must be long standing and 
deeply rooted. 

Numerous experiments have 
demonstrated that persistent 
anxiety has the same influence 
upon the heart and blood ves- 
sels as do repeated small in- 
jections of the stimulant, adre- 
nalin. This suggests that grief 
and fright stimulate the adrenal 
glands through nerve connec- 
tions. 

The interrelationship between 
nerves, emotional disturbances, 
the glands, and other organs of 
the body is well knows and ex- 
plains why nervousness leads to 
so many unpleasant and bizarre 
manifestations. 


The heart has been called the 
organ of anxiety. Tell a person 
he has heart disease and he us- 
ually is upset mentally for weeks 
thereafter. 

The fear, of death associated 
with coronary thrombosis is as 
typical a manifestation of this 
disease as is pain. Dozens of dis- 
turbances are more painful than 
a heart attack, yet the element 
of severe anxiety is lacking. 

Many elderly persons develop 
angina pectoris during periods of 
rage, resentment and anxiety. 
The blood pressure rises and the

pectoris (1768) called it a “dis- 
order of the breast’’ attended 
with “a sense of strangling and 
anxiety.”” He emphasized the 
fact that the condition “was oft-

John Hunter (1728-93), suffered 
from angina pectoris for more 
than 20 years. He made the 
statement, “My life is ‘in the 
hands of any rascal who chooses 
to annoy or tease me.”
